Roscommon resident Don 
Babcock is preparing to start work 
next week as the new Managing 
Director of the Road Commission 
for Crawford County. 

He was hired two weeks ago by 
the Road Commission Board to fill 
the Managing Director position, 
which had been vacant for six 
months. 

Babcock has worked at the Road 
Commission in Roscommon for 
over 20 years, most recently serv- 
ing as Superintendent. He also 
served as director of the 
Roscommon Road Commission’s 
engineering department. 

“Engineering is my main area of 
expertise,” said Babcock. 

Babcock was born in Grayling, 
and raised in Roscommon. His wife 
Diane is a broker at a Higgins 
Lake-based real estate business. 

The Babcocks have three chil- 
dren: Dustin, 16, Danielle, 13, and 
Deanna, 11. 

Babcock said he is familiar with 
the Grayling and Crawford County 
area, especially the southern region 
of the county. 

He lives about two miles from 
the Crawford County line, and will 
be commuting from his 
Roscommon area home. “They’ve 
allowed me to retain my resi- 
dence,” said Babcock. 

He also said he enjoys building, 
and is a licensed builder. 

As Managing Director, some of 
Babcock’s general duties will 
include overseeing work crews, 
administrating, reporting to the 
Board and doing engineering work. 

“The Road Commission wants to 
eventually bring in an engineering 
staff to cut down on engineering 
fees and get back into construc- 
tion,” he said. 

Babcock mentioned that town- 
ship projects are very important to 
the workings of road commissions.

County board re-appoints Nelson to road board

At their December 8 meeting, the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners re-appointed Robert 
E. Nelson to another six-year term 
as a board member for the Road 
Commission. 

Eight other Crawford County cit- 
izens had applied for the appoint- 
ment advertised for two weeks in 
The Avalanche by the county. None 
of the applicants were given an 
interview, and much to the dismay 
of the crowd gathered for the meet- 
ing, the Board voted 4-2 to re- 
appoint Nelson. 

Commissioner Lynnette Corlew 
voted “no” to the re-appointment. 
“We had nine qualified applicants 
and they should have been inter- 
viewed in order to make an 
informed decision,” she said. 

Besides Nelson, applications for 
the seat were made by Keith Bodi, 


James Briney, Gerald Butns, 


“~Theederé“Gontez, John Hartman, 
‘-Gary J. McConnell, Thomas Perry, 


and Robert Young. 

Commissioner Bob Smock said 
that the candidates could have been 
interviewed expeditiously “to take 
the politics out of this decision,” 
while Commissioner Kathy Black 
said that, ethically, the new board 
should make the appointment. 

Commissioner Dennis Long 
pointed out that it has been the 
board’s policy when a sitting mem- 
ber of any board that they appoint 
shows interest in remaining on a 
board, and no discrepancies have 
been found with that individual, the 
county board has re-appointed that 
individual. Long also reminded the 
board that “many letters supporting 
Mr. Nelson” had be received by the 
board. 

Commission Bruce Bretzke, after 
a motion to interview failed due to a 


tle vote, made a motion to re- 
appoint’ Nelson. Votirig’ in’ favor 
were Long, Smock, Bretzke and 
Chairman John Hartman. . Voting 
against were Corlew and Black. 

“This is a railroad job... I could 
smell the smoke coming in here,” 
said Irv MclIssac, after the vote was 
final. 

The room cleared quickly there- 
after, with most in attendance leav- 
ing visibly disgusted. 

Robert McIntosh has been an 
active voice among the citizenry 
regarding the road board appoint- 
ment. “I feel the commissioners are 
all quite intelligent, but their actions 
today were not as their consciences 
would have dictated,” he said. 

“They did a disservice to this 
county by not giving any attention 
to the other candidates,” said 
McIntosh. “Their decision was 
politically motivated.” 


City Council makes four re-appointments

Lack of prosecutor’s opinions leaves Board miffed

The lack of action taken by 
Crawford County Prosecutor John 
Huss has created ill-will between his 
office and the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners. 

“Same list, different day,” said 
Commissioner Kathy Black, when 
the Prosecutor’s Opinion List came 
up on the agenda at their December 
8 regular meeting. 

Commissioner Bruce Bretzke 
commented, “Tens of thousands of 
dollars should be recovered by the 
county from Honeywell. Due to 
inaction by the prosecutor, the 
money is just left out there, dan- 
gling.” 

Black asked Terry Beardslee, 
chairman of the county’s Building 
and Zoning Board, if he has had any 
luck getting answers from Huss. 


“We couldn’t get any further 
advancement from Prosecutor Huss. 
We’ ve asked and ask 

Fearing that the statute of limita- 
tions could run out before the coun- 
ty could recover nearly $70,000 
from Honeywell, due to a misguided 
asbestos removal project at the coun- 
ty building beginning in 1996, Black 
said she would be willing to pay for 
a legal opinion on the matter herself. 

Chairman John Hartman suggest- 
ed that outside legal counsel be hired 
in the matter. He was quickly 
rebuffed by Commissioner Bob 
Smock who said, “This is the 
Prosecutor’s job and the job’s not 
being done.” 

Smock added, “He is in private 
practice apparently most of the time. 
He needs to take time to do his job 
for the county.” 

Commissioner Dennis Long stated 


that he has asked Huss: “for months 
for an opinion on creating the new 
position of Drain Commissioner,” 
something the State of Michigan 
mandates for a county the size of 
Crawford County. 

“We have met the population 
threshold in this matter and the posi- 
tion cannot be created without legal 
direction,” Long said. 

Bretzke accused Huss of “misfea- 
sance” and made a motion to have 
the County Controller Paul Compo 
check with the State of Michigan to 
see what could be done about the 
Prosecutor not doing his job. There 
was no support by the board on the 
motion. 

“Maybe the Prosecutor will be 
more cooperative with the new 
board in doing his job,” said Long. 

There was no further discussion in 
the matter.

Lansing — An end-of-the-month 
deadline has Gaylord officials anx- 
ious over the fate of a proposed $4.7 
million technical training center. 
“It’s a long wait,” said Carol 
White, executive director of the 
Gaylord-Otsego County Chamber of 


.Commerce. “We moved quickly to 


get our application in, and now we 
just wait.” 
By the end of the month, the 


Michigan Jobs Commission will pick | 


five communities to receive money to 
build training. centers, said Kathy 
McMahon, communications special- 
ist for the agency. 

Kirtland) Community Coilege 
Otsego County and numerous busi- 
ness and community leaders banded 
together last July to write a proposal 
for a 28,000 square foot center to be 
built near Gaylord High School. 

That request was one of 26 the Jobs 

Commission received, 
' “We're a rapidly growing area, and 
one that’s accessible from both sides 
of the state,” White said. “There are 
a number of local manufacturing 
companies in dire need of skilled 
laborers.” 

Dressing up the Gaylord area to 
make it more attractive for business- 
es looking to relocate is one reason 
Kerry Harwood, manufacturing engi- 
neer for Standard Products Co., sup- 
ports a training center.

“It’s a 50-mile drive to the 
nearest training center, which 
can be quite a burden, especially 
in the winter,” said Harwood. 
“This way, companies can do 
their training right here.” 

The centers are part of Gov. 
Engler’s Gold Collar plan, 
which aims to train workers for 
high-skill, high-wage jobs that 
do not require a college degree. 

“This program is on the fast 
track,” McMahon said. “It’s not 
one of those government things 
that will be hanging out there for 
a while.” : 

Indeed, the training center 


nities break ground within six 
months of award notification.

School students may see bulldozers 
and cranes outside their windows in 
June. 

' “It would be a great tie-in with the 
vocational programs we already have 
at the high school,” White said. 

An industry-wide need for skilled 
laborers and a desire to keep them in 
northem Michigan are two reasons H 
& H Tube and Manufacturing Co. 
jumped in to support the facility, said 
Nathan Neal, training coordinator for 
the company. 

“We really don’t have a spot to 
train,” Neal said. “When we train 
workers ourselves, and they leave in 
six months, that’s just a waste of time

and money.” 

H & H, a brass and copper tube 
company, employs 250 people at its 
two plants in Cheboygan and 
Vanderbilt, Neal said. Enticing new 
employees to stay for the long term 
proves difficult. 

“This part of northern Michigan is 
made up of a lot of small towns,” 
Neal said. “We just don’t have the 
resources to draw from that big cities 
do.” 

Business leaders, educators and 
government officials from Otsego, 


Crawford, Roscommon and other - 


counties met with the commission’s 
site review team for an in-depth pre- 


sentation in late October at Hidden 
Valley Resort in Gaylord. The pre- 
sentation allowed all parties to view 
the proposed location and discuss, in 
detail, the Kirtland Community 
College proposal. 


Community support may sway 
commission members to support 
Kirtland’s proposal, said Jerry Werle, 
communications director for the col- 
lege. About 100 people attended the 
October presentation. 

“The commission couldn’t help but 
be impressed by the turnout from 
Gaylord-area business people,” 
Werle said. 

Community support is one crucial 
factor in deciding which communi- 
ties receive the grants, McMahon 
said. 

“We're focusing on how the com- 
munity can sustain the center once 
it’s built,” she said. “We don’t want 
to build a bunch of white elephants.” 

The $30 million available for the 
grants will come from the Michigan 
Renaissance Fund. _ 

Gaylord’s center would cost about 
$900,000 to run each year after con- 
struction. Funds would come from 
tuition and fees, an Otsego property 
tax millage and federal grants and 
donations. 

The center would also be open to 
residents and taxpayers in those 
counties which Kirtland currently 
serves.

Youth Advisory Council completes survey 


The Ogemaw, Roscommon, 


Crawford Area Youth Advisory | 


Council (ORCA YAC), organized 
this fall, has completed a needs 
assessment survey of schoo! stu- 
dents in the three counties. 

The survey was conducted as one 
of the requirements of the Kellogg 
Foundation’s Youth Advisory 
Council program. The survey sheets 
of 28 needs were randomly distrib- 
uted by YAC members to 200 fellow 
Students ranging from 13 to 18 years 
of age in each county. 

The students were asked to rate 
the feeds from ‘critical’ to ‘not a 
problem’ in their community. 
Based on the survey, the number 
One issue faced by area students is 
alcohol and drug abuse, followed 
closely by a lack of recreational 
facilities and programmed activities 
for youth to take part in. 

The survey identified drunk dri- 
ving as a separate concern. 

Teen pregnancy and low self- 
esteem completed the list of most 
serious issues among the youth. 

Maureen Nowak, a teacher from 
Grayling High School and senior 
YAC leader, said, “It is neat to see 
the students’ perspective regarding 
what is important.” 

The Youth Advisory Council 
(YAC) consists of five to seven 
youths from each of the four school 
districts in the three counties. Each 
school district is also represented by 
an adult advisor. 

The concept of the YAC is to 
teach students the benefits of com- 
munity involvement, philanthropy 
and grant making. It is the responsi- 
bility of the YAC to determine the 
distribution of income generated by 
the North Central Michigan 
Community Foundation (NCMCF) 
Kellogg Youth Fund, a permanent 
endowment fund created through 
grants from the Kellogg Foundation. 
The income to be distributed from 
this fund in 1999 will be nearly 
$9,000.

They 
will then allot this money in the 
form of grants to various programs 
that address these and other needs. 

NCMCEF was formed in June, 
1997 to establish endowment funds 
that will improve the quality of life 
in the five area counties. All contri- 
butions raised by December 31, 
1998 receive a 50% matching grant 
from the Kellogg Foundation for the 
Youth fund. 

All residents of the five counties 
are encouraged to support an 
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NCMCE endowment fund by writ- 
ing a check payable to North Central 
Michigan Community Foundation, 
P.O. Box 824, Roscommon, MI 
48653, indicating the fund of choice 
in the memo section. 

Nowak presented the results of the 
YAC needs assessment at the 
November board meeting of 
NCMCF saying, “We have a very 
positive bunch of kids anxious to get 
started. Three of the students 
involved attended a special YAC 
training program in 1996 to learn 
how to begin forming a local YAC.

WHILE MOST of us a month ago were con- 
centrating on who was elected governor, or state 
senator, or councilman, voters of the City of 
Detroit without fanfare adopted a local measure 
that could end up with plenty of clout. 

By an overwhelming margin, Detroit voters 
decided that any organization which contracts 
with the City for business of any sort must pay at 
least “a living wage” almost 50 percent higher 
than the present minimum wage of $5.15. 

The absolute floor for city suppliers will be 
$7.70 an hour base pay, plus insurance benefits, 
which could add another couple bucks an hour to 
employer costs. 

So what’s the big deal? Aren’t we talking about 
the high paying construction industry and other 
city contractors already well over that level? 

Not necessarily. They’re included, of course, 
but so are a lot of other employers without such 
grand pay scales. 

The Salvation Army for one, along with a flock 
of other charities, will be covered because they 
receive municipal aid, and they generally try to 
get by near the minimum $5.15 an hour if possi- 
ble. 

The Salvation Army receives about $300,000 
from the city and estimates the new mandated 
higher wage might cost an additional $1.5 mil- 
lion. That translates into less charity.

Charities warily eye ‘living wage’ laws 


The same goes for various government-related 
youth employment projects, like summer jobs for 
teens. 

Opponents of the higher wage fear that such 
programs will be eliminated or severely reduced, 
as higher wages eat up significantly more of 
available grant funds. 

The idea behind the movement, of course, is 
that $5.15 is hardly a living wage for anyone try- 
ing to raise a family. That’s true. 

But the minimum wage is exactly that — a 
minimum. Frequently it’s a strictly learning entry 
level wage, or perhaps supplemental family 
income. Many family bread winners move quick- 
ly above that level. 

The new, higher minimum for city-supported 
jobs falls in the $16,000 a year range, and in 
Detroit that doesn’t go as far as it used to, espe- 
cially if there are a bunch of young mouths to 
feed. 

So will the living wage law help low income 
families, raising them away from poverty level to 
decent lives? 

Or, as its critics fear, will low-income jobs dis- 
appear as limited budgets for charity and public 
programs are stretched, job projects are curtailed 
or eliminated, meaning more families will be 
without any job income at all? 

It remains to be seen. Meanwhile, the idea 
spreads. In Kalamazoo, the City Council is 
studying a living wage law. And in San Jose, CA, 
the city recently adopted a living wage program at 
$9.50 an hour, or $10.75 without benefits. 

Higher cost of living in Silicon Valley, you 
know.

POLLS VS POLLS .- Polling has become a 
way of life in American society. 

Generally polls are pretty accurate. You won- 
der how pollsters can telephone a few hundred 
people on a given evening and come up with reli- 
able data on how a state or nation sees an 
involved issue. But they do, and by and large, 
they’re on the button. 

Not always, however. 

During the heat of the 1998 political campaign, 
USA Today described a couple of polls on the 
lieutenant governor race in Vermont. 

One media poll found Democrat Doug Racine 
with 44 percent, and Republican Barbara Snelling 
with 43 percent — a dead heat. Another found a 
19 point spread. 

How come? Well, the sample sizes were dif- 
ferent — 626 likely voters in one and 400 eligible 
voters in the other. But otherwise, who knows? 
Even polls are not invincible.

In 1992 Congress enacted the 

“Older Americans: Act.” ‘This legis- 
needed to run a number of programs 
very important to Michigan’s 
seniors. 

Thanks to the Older American 
Act, in western Michigan alone, in 
fiscal year 1997, about 4,173 seniors 
received meals at various central 
locations, 4,799 received meals in 
their homes, and another 8,852 
seniors got help in the form of home 
health workers, adult daycare and 
homemaker services, and trans- 
portation. 

These programs have fed the 
needy, cared for the sick, and pro- 
vided the means many seniors need 
to get out of the house to run errands

receive hot, nutritious meals in their 
homes thanks to the dedicated peo- 
ple who run these programs in our 
local communities. 

Due to arthritis, osteoporosis, and 
other ailments, many of these 
seniors cannot leave their homes on 
their own and have great trouble 
cooking for themselves. 

For many of them, the food deliv- 
ered to them under the Older 
Americans Act is critical for their 
health. These are often the only hot, 
balanced meals they get during the 
week. And the social contact isolat- 
ed seniors get from the person deliv- 


ering their food is smportant for their 
‘emotional well-being: = j-.': 

Unfortunately, the ” 
Americans Act has been in a precar- 
ious condition since 1995, when 
Congress failed to reauthorize it. 
Since then, programs funded under 
the Older Americans Act have been 
continued only on a year-to-year 
basis. 

Because of uncertainty over fund- 
ing, the people who dedicate their 
lives to these programs have been 
unable to plan as they would like for 
the future. 

Worse, many seniors have been 
made to worry that their programs 
may be cancelled. 

In 1996, Nutrition Services, an 
agency providing hundreds of hot 


meals every day to shut-ins, in 
‘Ottawa, (Muskegon, .and..O¢espa 
counties, had to temporarily’ cut 
back its deliveries that often provid- 
ed seniors with their only hot meals. 
We can’t let that happen again. 

Thankfully, it appears that, this 
year, Congress will reauthorize the 
Older Americans Act, fully funding 
it for the next three years. 

This is not a permanent solution. 
Debates continue over whether 
administrative reforms are needed to 
make the programs more efficient. 
But the key is to keep critical 
seniors’ programs fully funded 
while details are worked out. I am 
confident that this reauthorization 
will guarantee necessary funding for 


these programs.

Special gifts can be protected with these packing tips

If you are like most people, you 
will be mailing a package to a loved 
one or friend this Christmas season. 

The Grayling Post Office has 
offered some rules and tips for their 
postal customers to follow to help 
make sure packages arrive at their 
destination intact and in a timely 
manner. Remember, all packages 
weighing at least one pound must be 
taken into the post office for mail- 
ing. 

First, select a box that is strong 

‘ enough to protect the contents and 
: leave space for cushioning inside 
‘} the box. You can obtain Express 
‘Mail and Priority Mail boxes, 
‘envelopes, and mailing tubes - for 
‘ free from the post office. 
. If you are not sending your pack- 
‘age by Express or Priority Mail, 
‘then you can purchase corrugated 
. boxes, padded bags, _ tubes, 
;eNvelopes and cushioning material 
‘ at the post office. 
‘Next, cushion the package con- 
, tents with shredded or rolled news- 
‘paper, bubble wrap, or styrofoam

Postal regulations require that 
tape designed for shipping, such as 
Pressure-sensitive tape, nylon-rein- 
forced kraft paper tape, or glass- 
reinforced pressure sensitive tape, 
be used on every package shipped. 

The post office will not accept for 
shipment packages wrapped in 
brown or. any other paper. It also 
cannot accept those tied with string 
or sealed with masking or cello- 
phane (Scotch) tape. 

Before sealing the package, 
include inside an extra mailing label 
or piece of paper containing the 
address of both the sender and the 


happens to the outside label. 

When filling out labels, always 
print or type clearly the complete 
address. Include correct designa- 
tions, such as AVE, BLVD or ST 
and use correct directionals, such as 
N, W and SW. Don’t forget apart- 
ment or suite numbers and always 
use the two-letter state abbrevia- 
tions. 

Use of an incorrect ZIP Code is 
probably the most common reason 
for a delay in delivery of a package. 
If you are not sure of a ZIP Code, 
don’t hesitate to contact the post 
office for the right one. And, if at all 
possible, always use the ZIP+4 and 
make sure you hyphenate it. ZIP 
Codes can also be obtained at the 
Postal Service web _ site:

Place the delivery and return 
addresses on one side only on the 
outside of the box.

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Hammertoe describes a deformity in 
which the toe (or toes) buckles or bends 
under as opposed to the normal straight 
position. This is most often seen in the sec- 
ond and fifth toes. As the toes curl out of 
their normal position, the tendons underly- 
ing the joints may shorten and tighten. 
While hammertoe may or may not be 
painful, such toes often develop skin inflam- 
mation or corms (an accumulation of hard 
dead skin cells) where the tops of the toes 
tub against the inside of shoes. The correc- 
tion of flexible hammertoe involves tenoto- 
my, the cutting and relaxation of the tight- 
ened tendon, and capsulotomy, cutting of a 
structure called the capsule. The procedure 
is often done under local anesthesia in the 
podiatrist’s office.

Frederic, Hanson Hills and 
Skyline. The AVSA won’t get paid 
for grooming the trails as long as 
the ground is absent of snow. 

Filley believes that legislation 
will be introduced in the future to 
remove the DNR from trail 
grooming altogether, putting more 
of the responsibility on associa- 
tions like the AVSA. 

“It is the DNR’s intent to get out 
of the trail grooming business,” 
said Filley. “We’re looking at 
another 30 miles of trail coming at 
us. That should bring us up to 75- 
80 miles, and will require us to get 
another piece of equipment.” 

The AVSA now —has.. two 
machines for trail grooming: a 
Tucker Snowcat, which the asso- 
ciation bought in “used” condition 
five years ago when it was first 
getting started, and a new 130- 
horsepower Holland _ tractor, 
which is equipped with a 10-foot 
drag. 


The AVSA bought the new trac- - 


tor this year, and has used it for 
doing a lot of the ground work on 
the trails before snow covers 
them. The DNR’s Groomer 
Replacement Program absorbed 
60 percent of the bill, and the 
association borrowed the rest. 
Filley said the AVSA does have 
other sources of funding in addi- 
tion to the DNR grooming con- 
tract, including membership 
dues, fundraisers, contribu- 
tions and the association’s 
“Grayling Area Snowmobile 
Map.” 
“The map is a big share of 
what keeps us going,” said 
Filley.

trails it also shows the locations of 
ORV trails, public access sites to 
lakes and areacampgrounds. 

Membership dues are another 
source of revenue for the associa- 
tion. The AVSA charges $20 for a 
yearly family membership and 
$50 for businesses. Membership 
numbers are currently down in 
both areas. “The business commu- 
nity has not been.as forthcoming 
as I would have wished,” said 
Filley. 

“We're growing pretty rapidly,” 
he continued. “We want to have 
more members. I’m trying to raise 


‘community awareness. A lot of 


people don’t realize the money 
people spend while snowmobil- 
ing.” 

“You've got people buying fuel, 
food, staying in motels. It’s big 
business,” he said. 

A study done by Michigan State 
University’s Department of Park, 
Recreation and Tourism 
Resources released earlier this 
year revealed that snowmobiling 
in Michigan supports about 6,500 
Michigan jobs. 

The study showed that approxi- 
mately $235 million was spent.on 
snowmobiling equipment and 
$150 million was spent on “snow- 
mobile trips” during the winter of 
1996-97.

The holiday season is traditionally a joy- 
ful time of the year, but it can also be a dan- 
gerous one if caution is not exercised with 
Christmas trees and holiday lighting, warn 
Consumers Energy and the State Fire

“In 1997, Michigan fire departments 
report a loss of more than $665 million in 
property values due to fires,” said Carl L.
